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A S we come out of the summer 
4.4 doldrums and move into the 
fall selling season, it is good to 
know that the Federal Reserve 
Board is convinced that the hous- 
ing market will continue strong.

Much of the activity of the mar- 
ket since the war has been pro- 
duced by young people. This situa- 
tion continues. Among consumers 
planning home purchases in 1953, 
about 60°. were younger married 
couples (under 45) although they 
made up less than 40‘. of the pop- 
ulation. Nearly half, as in all re- 
cent years, were veterans of World 
War II. Nevertheless, the propor- 
tion of young-veteran home own- 
ers, which was 3 out of 10 in 1948, 
is still only 4 in 10.
